Labor Leader Known as 
Political Liberal — 
Succumbs to Heart At- 
tack.

CLEVELAND, July 16 (AP) 
Alexander Fell Whitney, fiery 
labor leader who was the friend 
and sometimes bitter opponent of 
Presidents of the United States, 
died at his home early today of 
a heart attack. He was 76 years 
old. 

The president of the 215,000-man 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men was stricken after spending 
a full day at his office and an 
evening with, friends at his Bay 
Village home. : 
His wife, Dorothy Mae Whitney, 
said she heard him call out that 
he was not feeling well early this 


morning. She telephoned for help, 
returned to his side and found 
him dead. 


Roosevelt, Whitney*served on sev- 
eral national committees, includ- 
ing the one which guided the an- 
nual birthday balls for infantile 
paralysis victims. He also served 
on the seven-member United States 
delegation to the Inter-American 
peace conference at Buenos Aires 
in 1936. 

It was in recent years in rela- 
tions with President Truman, 
however, that Whitney came into 
public prominence. 

The crippling railway strike of 
May 1946 was in full swing. All 
but 100 of 17,500 of the nation’s 
scheduled passenger trains and 
240 of 24,000 freight trains were 
out of operation for a 18-hour 
period. 

Truman called Whitney and Al- 
vanley Johnston, grand chief of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, to the White House for 
a closed conference. 

Charges “Double Cross.” 

The labor chiefs called their 
men back to work, but soon after 
Whitney shouted “double cross.” 

He said they were induced by 
the President to postpone the 
strike for five days on the prom- 
ise that an agreement would be 
forthcoming from railroad man- 
agement,

Got Visas. 


WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP)— 
The Central Intelligence Agency 
reported to Congress today that 32 
representatives of foreign govern- 
ments given “visas to enter this 
country have records of spy work 
abroad. These 32 are among 100 
foreign representatives about 
whom a Senate Judiciary subcom- 
mittee questioned the CIA. 

In the same group, the Intel- 
ligence Agency reported, are 29 
persons listed as high-ranking 
Communist party officers. 

R. Adm. Roscoe H. Hillenkoet- 
ter, CIA director, wrote the com- 
mittee that 21 of the individuals 
involved “have reportedly or al- 
legedly been engaged in active 
Communist organizational work of 
ah underground or subversive na- 
ture outside their homelands.” 

Hillenkoetter, a St. Louisan, 
made it plain that he was report- 
ing only on activities of the 100 
in countries outside the United 
States. He noted that the CIA 
has no police or enforcement pow- 
ers within this country: Records 
of activities here would have to 
come from the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation and other agencies, 
he said. ; 

Peurifoy Also Reports. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Senator McCarran (Dem.), Nevada, 
heard also today that the State 
Department has permitted about 
10 aliens to enter this, country 
despite recommendations by its 
visa division that their admission 


would be against the security in- 
wterests of the United States. John 
E. Peurifoy, deputy Under Secre- 
tary. of State, gave this informa- 
on. : 
“In how many instances, if at 
all,” the subcommittee asked, “has 
the State Department insisted on 


alien concerning whom recom- 
mendation has been made by the 
visa division of the department 
that the entry of such alien is 
against the security interests of 
-the United States?” 

Peurifoy replied: 

“The visa division states that it 
does not recall more than approxi- 
mately 10 cases in which its orig- 
mal recommendation that visas be 
refused on security grounds have 
not been accepted by the superior 
officers of the department within 
the last three years. 

“In all these cases, the respon- 
sible officers of the department 
dealing with all other phases of 
the conduct of foreign relations, 
as well as the questions of the 
security factor involved in the is- 
suance of visas, concluded that 
the security phase of each case 
was not sufficient to outweigh 
other aspects. 

Reprisal Among Aspects. 

Peurifoy said those other aspects 
included “the question of free 
speech, free access to the United 
Nations, reprisal or retaliation by 
foreign governments against offi- 
cials of the United States entering 
or stationed in other countries, and 
other aspects of the conduct of 
foreign relations.”

SAMUEL I. ROSENMAN 

Rosenman, 53 years old, is a 
New York City lawyer, a former 
judge and former adviser to 
Franklin D. Roosevelt and Presi- 
dent Truman. 

He was born at San Antonio, 
Tex., and went to college and law 


school at Columbia University. He 
was a member of the New York 


State Legislature, 1922-26, and was 
counsel to Roosevelt in 1929-32 
when Roosevelt was New York 
Governor. In 1932 he was appoint- 
ed a Justice of the New York 
Supreme Court, was reappointed 
in 1933 and then elected for a 
14-year term.

15 GERMANS KILLED IN BLAST 
AT EXPLOSIVES STOREHOUSE 


An explosives depot blew up last 
night, killing 15 Germans, injuring 
many more and destroying hun- 
dreds of homes in this west Ger- 
man town in the French occupa- 
tion zone. . 
German police said the death 
toll may go higher. The cause of 
the explosion was not determined, 
but no sabotage is suspected.

Attorney General Tom Clark re- 
vealed yesterday that between 20 
and 30 foreigners attached to the 
United Nations headquarters in 
New York are under investigation 
by the Justice Department. 

Clark told the subcommittee his 
department currently 1s making 
“espionage and intelligence inves- 
tigations” of about 685 aliens. Of 
these, he added, 4 per cent in- 
volve persons attached to the 
U.N. That would be from 20 to 
30 individuals. 

He said this does not imply that 
these persons are actively en- 
gaged in espionage or intelligence 
work but merely that available 
information requires these inves- 
tigations.” 

Clark testified that one employe 
of the United Nations “is reported 
to be a contact of a suspected 
agent” of a nation behind the 
Soviet iron curtain. 

“Another employe, who is sus- 
pected of working for the intelli- 
gence service of an iron curtain 
country, is believed to have ob- 
tained a United Nations position 
through an embassy official of 
that country,” he said. 

Clark was asked how many 
“Communists or Communist 
agents” have come into the United 


States in the last five years as 
employes of foreign governments 
or international organizations. On 
the assumptidn that all “repre- 
sentatives from iron curtain coun- 
tries“ fall in that category, Clark 
said the total for the five years 
ended June 30, 1948, is 6563. 

He added that 5725 of these en- 
tered as diplomatic or other offi- 
clal representatives of their gov- 
ernments and 838 as employes of 
the U.N. United Nations. The to- 
tal, he explained, covers the num- 
ber of admissions, not visas is- 
sued. He said that the same per- 
son may have made several trips 
to and from this country on the 
same visa. 

Issuance of visas to such per- 
sons is handled by the State De- 
partment, Clark said, adding that 
under present law his depdrtment 
has no authority to exclude them. 
He told the Senators, however, 
that he can and has “successfully” 
made representations to the State 
Department against the admission 
of certain allies. 

Study of American Reds. 

Clark testified that a study of 
4984 ef “the more militant mem- 
‘bers” of the American Communist 
‘party in 1947 showed that 914 
per cent were either of foreign

But spokesmen for private 
power interests went to work on the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee, and that body pro- 
ceeded to slash the amount to $3,874,000, cut- 
ting out many of the proposed transmission 
lines. Mr. Nacy, who was once executive vice 
chairman of the Democratic National Commit- 


tee, has acted as a lobbyist in this affair, and so 


has William Boyle Jr., executive director of the 
committee, who is also a Truman crony. 

Thus, some of the political helpers at Mr. 
Truman’s ieft hand have helped to set back a 
good work of his right hand. If Mr. Truman 
had achieved a firm party discipline, SPA might 
have been put over in the Senate committee. 


Instead, the Administration must fall back to a 


second line of defense on the Senate floor or in 
the Senate-House conference committee. 

This is not the first time that the liberal 
ideals of Mr. Truman’s Administration have suf- 


. fered from the “practical” alliances of some of 
its members. To be fair, any party that wins a

The large steel producers have saved them-

The union had agreed to the presidential pro- 
posal for a fact-finding board.

apparent. But why? 
Mr. Fenenga may not be the most tactful of 
men. He does not like delays and excuses. Such 
an attitude might irritate the State Board of 
Training Schools, but it is not a good reason for 
dispensing with the services of an able man who 
really believes in boys. 

Could the motive, then, be political? Is one 
more assault on disinterested public service 
about to be made in Missouri? Are the Jeffer- 
son City machine-builders reaching out to add 
Boonville to their boodle bundle? The Training 
Schools Board ought to fight such a grab to a 
standstill. : |

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The Case of Edward Prichard 


There are no two ways about it, the federal 
court conviction of Edward F. Prichard Jr., for 
conspiracy in an election in Kentucky is a sad 
as well as shocking thing.

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A Purpose for Living 

According to Dr. Robert M. Hutchins our 
world faces two likely alternatives as the result 
of atomic energy, and both lead to virtually 
the same end, annihilation. If we have war we 
shall be blown to bits; if we have peace, we 
shall be bored to death. 

All our increased leisure, he laments, is being 


channeled into meaningless recreations and va-. 


cancy. If it becomes possible to apply atomic 
energy to peacetime purposes he is afraid that 
all we shall have is just a plethora of vacant 
time, just more time in which to sink into a 
coma of boredom from which not even television 
or the comic book will be able to arouse us. 


The good doctor has said a mouthful. If tele- 


vision fails what will save us? We might, of 
course, begin at long last to try to make some- 
thing decent of our cities. The effort to make 
them communities of real beauty and centers 
of genuine culture should absorb enough of the 
purposelessness from our lives to keep us busy 
for two generations at least. Even getting rid 
of the slums alone would give this generation a 
good purpose for living. 
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Premature Housing Cheer 
Federal help for slum clearance and public 
housing is assured under the housing bill that 
President Truman has now signed, but does the 
actual state of preparedness in St. Louis war- 
rant Mayor Darst's cheerful statements? 
The Kaufmann Administration had foresight 
in this problem, so St. Louis is in a good legal 
position to go ahead. 


In other ways, however, St. Louis is only 


partly mobilized for the great new housing op- 
portunity. A goal of public housing for 12,000 
low-income families has been set, but even the 
sites have been found for only a small fraction 
of the goal. A single small project is in an ad- 
vanced stage of planning, and even this develop- 
ment faces possible delay because the original 
design repeated the errors of Clinton-Peabody 
Terrace and Carr Square Village. 

Without asking the voters for new funds, says 
Mr. Darst, the city can invoke $2 worth of fed- 
eral slum clearance grants under the new law 
for each $1 worth of parks and playgrounds that 
the city contributes to the cause. But the city 
has an unexpended bond issue balance of only 
$3,625,000 for parks and playgrounds. 

It seems fairly certain that Mr. Darst will 
need to take over the Kaufmann Administra- 
tion’s campaign for a special slum clearance 
bond issue.

Background of the Isotope Quarrel ~ Between Book Ends 


The Mirror

Shipment of atomic by-products to Europe has scientists’ approval, 
newspaper notes; they are certain the isotopes could not aid other 
nations’ bomb research; Lilienthal naturally adopted their view, but 
“the ignorance and anxiety of Congress” has brought on criticism.

In appraising the significance of the cur- 
rent squabble over isotopes between the 
Joint Committee ofi Atomic Energy and the 
Atomic Energy Commission, it is necessary 
to consider rather more background than 
the immediate dispute reveals. When Pres- 
ident Roosevelt took his great gamble by 
throwing billions into the research project 
for nuclear fission, 
scientists throughout 
the western world 
had beeh working 
piecemeal on this 
vast idea for many 
years. 


A dozen men and 
women had their 
hands upon some por- 


tion of the great se- 

cret. The shy Ger- 

pre lpia N piss Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Nils Bohr, the Dane, was another; more 
were Irene Curie and her husband Frederic 
Joliot, the Italian Enrico Fermi, the Brit- 
ish physicist Rutherford, the Americans 
Oppenheimer, Szilard, Einstein, and scores 
of others of many nationalities. 


Work of Many Nationalities 


There has never been a scientific project 
so truly international in character, so de- 
pendent on the selfless contributions of re- 
searcheps in laboratories all over the world. 
When the Manhattan District Project was 
set up, all of this vast fund of separate 
knowledge was pooled. American money and 
technical skill provided the means, but the 
great international fellowship of science 
provided the brains and the background. 


With the end of the war, atomic ‘research 
and its first fruits became virtually an 
American monopoly. Nobody begrudged 
us this, since without our money and im- 
petus, the world would still be groping on 
many separate fronts for the answer to the 
great riddle. But our sense of obligation to 
all those who helped, and the sense of re- 
sponsibility that so great a. discovery en- 
tails, led us in the early days to many 
promises of co-operation and of ful] shar- 
ing of the benefits of atomic research with 
al] those who would use them peacefully. 


Promises Still to Be Kept 


We have not, in actual fact, shared very 
much with anybody. The British and Cana- 
dians who were in with us on the wartime 
secret of the Manhattan project, have re- 
marked occasionally on how less free now 
is our exchange of information. In Europe, 
every nation which in 1940 was doing some 
research toward nuclear fission has re- 
turned energetically to its own pattern. The 
French were the first to achieve an atomic 
pile entirely their own, finished without 
any assistance from us. 


But in 1946 President Truman moved to 
implement one part of our pledge by di- 
recting that isotopes for medica] research 


de given to all countries which would 


pledge to make semi-annual reports on 
their researches and make their labora- 
tories available for inspection at all times. 
About 20 nations did so and have received 
isotopes since. 

An isotope is merely a byproduct of 


pitti fission. It is useless in furtheg\re- 


searches on fission and has nothing what- 
ever to do with the explosive potentialities 
of atomic research. Because of its radio- 
active character it is valuable in tracing 
the movement of substances through the 
body, and it is useful in much botanical 
and metallurgical research. There has been 
until now no question of the right of the 
Atomic Energy Commission to send these 
substances to foreign countries, nor are 
there any instances of countries which have 
received them refusing afterward to comply 
with our conditions. We have in effect 
made a contract to acquire the results of 
foreign research in exchange for its raw 
materials. 


Backward Road to Represssion 


But so far have we traveled along the 
road to repression that the members of 
Congress are now quarreling over whether 
even these incidental byproducts of our 
atomic riches should not be thrown away 
here rather than given to foreign scientists. 
At the back of all the discussion on Nor- 
way, for instance, is the shadow of Russia: 
Are we, in sending materials having somé- 
thing however remote to do with atoms 
to a country which might some day be in- 
vaded by Russia, making it possible for 
Communism to hasten the day when our 
big secret is a secret no longer? : 


In deciding such a question the ignorance 
and anxiety of Congress are at war with 
the knowledge and the fundamental inter- 
nationalism of science. 


A Ridiculous F ear 


To the few high priests of atomic ener- 
gy, the men who really know its uses and 
potentialities, the isotope ag an aid to bomb 
research is a concept bordering on the ri- 
diculous. The risk, such as it is, is a cal- 
culated risk to them, well worth taking in 
the hope that the nameless army of re- 
searchers throughout the world will dis- 
cover from the byproducts of destruction 
enough of good to take the curse off the 
evil concept of the bomb. 

To the men in Congress the bomb is all. 
To science it is an ugly and inescapable 
consequence of a tremendous discovery. 

The Congress yearns only to safeguard 
the bomb and to guard its secret forever. 
Science wants only to disregard the bomb 
and to press on to the greater and more 
universal secrets beyond. 

This is what the battle of the isotope 
really involves. And David Lilienthal, as a 
consequence of both inclination and train- 
ing, has allied himself with the scientists 
and against the Senators.

LONDON ECHOING, by James Bone, with pictures by 
are Bone.

THE LONDONER'S ENGLAND, by Alan Beit. (Mae 
millan, New York; 191 pas., $6.00.) 

Since trips abroad are once more begin- 
ning to seem possible for ordinary persons, 
books about travel and foreign spots are 
taking on considerable more meaning than 
they had during and just after the war. 
Two such volumes about London have re- 
cently appeared. Both should appeal to 
many of the United States soldiers and sail- 
ors who were in London during the war 
and to a great many other persons who 
used to know the city between the two 
world wars. 

When the Bones first reached London 50 
years ago, they decided to produce a book 
about the city, but it was a quarter of a 
century before their first effort, “The Lon- 
don Perambulator,” appeared. London 
Echoing” is their second book about their 
city. 

. - * 

Mr. James Bone has written 18 chapters 
on such important phases of London life as 
its hotels, its taverns and chophouses, and 
its shops. Included, too, are.many anec- 
dotes about the famous and the great 
Often these are no more than a scene, but 
they are sharply etched, and they have the 
power to evoke a great deal of thought, 
There is one scene, for example, in James 
M. Bargie’s flat on an October evening in 
1917. Gathered with him to watch the 
searchlights sweep the Thames for Zep- 
pelins were Hardy, Shaw, Wells and Ben- 
nett. Five of the greatest literary minds of 
the twentieth century could certainly have 
not foreseen a second world war before the 
middle of the century. 

It was an exhibition of pictures called 
“The Londoner’s England,” paid for by four 
brewing companies, which led Alan Bott to 
produce his book. There is an entertaining 
introduction which indicates Mr. Bott’s very 
great interest in London. The rest of the 
book is made up of 89 plates, about a third 
of them in color and each with an accom- 
panying page of text. . 

The first plate is “Eros in Piccadilly” 
and the last is “Hastings” (in addition to 
London proper, the home counties are also 
covered), the illustrations being water col- 
ors and drawings by contemporary artists, 
Mr. Bott has taken the pains to select in- 
teresting facts—often, of course, trivia— 
about many of the subjects. About the 
Tower of London, for example, he reminds 
the reader that the remains of 34 famous 
sixteenth century men and women, includ- 
ing two of the wives of Henry VIII, all lie 
within its walls. Macaulay wrote of it, 
“There is no sadder place on earth than 
this little cemetery.”

Shepherd Market, Tryon street in Chelsea, 


Hyde Park Corner, Trafalgar Square. The 


Anchor Tavern, Bankside, shown buttressed 
after a bombing, is on the site of another 
tavern from which Samuel Pepys watched 
the Fire of London. Before his time an 
even earlier drinking establishment prob- 
ably catered to Shakespeare and his 
friends. 

Both books are handsomely printed, and 
their illustrations are superbly reproduced. 
Mr, Bott has purposely chosen his pictures 
to show the effect of the blitz on the Lon 
don scene, while many of the drawings in 
the other book are from the early years of 
the century. Both books are excellent and 
bring back nostalgic memories of a great

What is 
happening in Congress now may 
reverse that condition and once 
again give the initiative to the 
bosses of Soviet Communism, who 
have never abandoned for a mo- 
ment their determination to mas- 
ter the world.

The occasion, like the program, 
was not routine. The concert 
marked the next-to-last’ program 
in the Little Symphony’s fifteenth 
season, a festival series, and Mr. 
Chapple’s farewell appearance of 
1949. Max Steindel is to conduct 
the year’s concluding concert. 

A number of devotees of music 
under the stars arrived as much 
as 90 minutes early last night, 
bringing their blankets. camp 
chairs and children. With the 
Washington University Quad- 
rangle’s newly-installed shell, sev- 
eral pointed out, acoustic qualities 
are as excellent for those who re- 
lax on the grass as for those who 
occupy reserved seats. 

Consistent Applause. 

Applause was consistently en- 
thusiastic. Spirt of the crowd, 
clearly, was not dampened by rain 
that preceded the performance or 
intimidated by imminent inter- 
ruption lurking in clouds directly 
overhead, 

Mr. Chapple advanced the major 
treat of the evening, the “Fidelio” 
excerpts, from last to first posi- 
tion, “lest the heavens open in- 
opportunely,” he explained. As 
the mood of the opera developed, 
through Mr. Chapple’s concise 
narration and the sensitively in- 
terpreted arias and ensembles, it 
became—for its time—a psycho- 
logical drama.

Involved dramatic situations 
found ingenious expression in 
fixed musical forms most beauti- 
fully worked out. A quartet sang 
a round, with each member simul- 
taneously expressing his own emo- 
tions, which contrast with moods 
of the others, ysing emphatically 
different words to the same music. 
Elsewhere clear-cut dramatic 
irony was realized as one sang 
of “tears of joy” and another of 
“tears of sorrow.” 

Honors to Soprano. 

Honors of the evening, as shown 
by listeners’ reaction as the con- 
ductor shook the hand of each 
singer in turn, went to Gay Eng- 
lish, soprano, as Fidelio. Hers 
was the key role, and she gave it 
marked intensity of interpreta- 
tion. 

Virginia Tinker, soprano, dis- 
played a rounded, always pleasing 
voice. Most expressive among the 
men was Robert Schumann, bass 
baritone borrowed from the Mu- 
nicipal Opera, a properly oppres- 
sive ‘tyrant. Others were Horace 
Hawtin, bass; Carl Zytowski and 
Roger Pillet, tenors. 


All were more than adequate, 
with clear enunciation and pre- 
cise attack. Intelligibility, con- 
sidering the fact the words were 
an imperfect English translation 
of the original German libretto, 
was surprisingly good. 

The program was rounded out 
by “Octet for Winds,” with its 
welcome tranquility after the fury 
of the opera, and the familiar 
Overture to “Prometheus.”

FCC DROPS PLAN T0 REQUIRE 


WASHINGTON, July 16 (AP)— 
The Federal Communications 
Commission yesterday dropped 
tentative plans to require public 
advertising of nearly all types of 
broadcasting applications.

Action of Committee. 

The disputed action was taken 
by the Senate committee when it 
approved the Interior Department 
appropriation bill included cutting 
the House allowance of $4,000,000 
cash for the Southwestern Power 
Administration to $1,616,115 and 
contract authority from $5,000,000 
to $2,257,905. It directed the SPA 
administrator to report by Jan, 1 
on progress made on entering in- 
to contracts with private utilities 
in the area to carry government 
power to preferred customers. It 
also eliminated a $300,000 SPA 
revolving fund. 

(The Post-Dispatch Washington 
Bureau disclosed this week that 
Richard R. Nacy, Jefferson City 
banker and member of the state 
Democratic committee, had but- 
tonholed Missouri Congressmen on

And Cernik, Czech Net Aces 


The State Department promised 
“sympathetic” hearing on any 
request the international stars 
might make to enter the United 
States as political refugees from 
the Communist regime in their 
homeland. 
Department. officials said it was 
impossible to say at this time what 
action would be taken on visa ap- 
plications because none have been 
received: In effect, translated 
from diplomatic jargon, this meant 
that Drobny and Cernik probably 
wouldn’t have any trouble. 
Two of the nation’s all-time 
court greats, Pauline Betz and 
Helen Hull Jacobs cheered the 
Czech’s decision. 
Drobny and Cernik announced 
their decision to become political 
exiles yesterday at Gstadd, Switz- 
erland, where they are competing 
in the Swiss national champion- 
ships. Their dramatic move came 
as they rejected an order from the 
Communist-run Prague Govern- 
ment to return immediately to 
their homeland. 
Russel B. Kingman, president of 
the - International Lawn Tennis 
Federation, eased the way for both 
the eastern European stars to 
come to this country. 
After telling reporters that both 
would be welcome in the United 
States championship meet “if they 
come to this country and are prop- 
erly entered,” he explained that 
form letters are sent to all top- 
ranking foreign players inviting 
them to play here. 
“They use these letters in ob- 
taining their visas,” he said. “We 
hope that Drobny and Cernik can 


sportsmen and great competitors.

BELIEF SOME CROP VARIETIES 
‘RUN OUT’ IS DECLARED MYTH 


DES MOINES, Ia. (AP) — The 
belief that. some crop varieties 
“run out” is a myth, says I. J. 
Johnson, head of the farm crops 
department at Iowa State College. 

It has sprung, he said, from the 
speed with which some new crop 
varieties have replaced the old in 
recent years. The belief is that 
certain varieties of self-pollinated 
crops may break down after a few 
years of replanting in a particular 
area, 

“It’s biologically impossible for 
oats or any other self-pollinated 
crop to run out in the sense that 
this term is ordinarily used,” he 
says. In the case of Tama and 
Boone varieties of oats, Johnson 
said, these varieties were resistant 
to most of the diseases that were 
bothering oats at the time they 
were developed.

As this ball of dough is rolled 
out, the fat particles flatten out 
between thin layers of dampened 
flour. When baked, the pastry 
breaks up into good-sized flakes 
rather than into fine crumbs. Of 
course the beginner will have to 
make pastry this way a few timés 
to get the hang of it, but each 
time she makes it, her try will 
become tenderer and flakier. And 
since she naturally works the pas- 
try harder at the start than she 
does later on as she acquires skill, 
she had better start with one part 
shortening to three parts of flour. 
Later on she will be able to use 
one or two tablespoons less short- 
ening and make just as tender and 
just as flaky pastry. 

Two Orust Raspberry Pie. 

(This. method of making rasp- 
berry pie retains the color and 
form of the berries remarkably 
well because of the short cooking 
period.) Prepare enough pastry 
for a inch double crust pie. Line 
pie pan with pastry, leaving edge 

Fit very snugly into pan, 
prick with fork and bake at 425 
degrees F. for 15 to 18 minutes or 
until lightly browned. Meanwhile, 
wash one quart raspberries. Thor- 
oughly. chill all but one cupful. 
Mash these and add one cup 
sugar, one-fourth teaspoon salt, 
and one-half cup water. Heat to 
boiling. Blend three tablespoons 
cornstarch with one-fourth cup 
water. Combine with boiling mix- 
ture and cook until clear. Re- 
move from heat, add one-eighth 
teaspoon red vegetable coloring, if 
desired; strain and chill. Add 
two teaspoons lemon juice to 
cooked mixture and combine with 
chilled berries. Turn into baked 
shell. Moisten edge with milk er 
water. Roll out remaining 
try. Cut steam vents of pastry 
in any desired pattern. Lay care- 
fully over the berries. Press 
gently to baked crust, trim, don’t 
flute the edge. Place pie on a 
cookie sheet and bake on top 
shelf of a 500 degree F. oven for 
15 to 18 minutes—just l enough 
to bake upper crust. Cool to luke- 
warm before serving. Five to six 
servings.

Large picture windows will not 
only let in plenty of light but 
they'll also provide a nice view if 
you happen to have a nice view 
around. If you live in a cold cli- 
mate we suggest you use double 
thickness glass for these 
This glass has an air space be- 
tween sheets which acts as insu- 
lation and therefore reduces the 


structural glass. Glass blocks are 

hollow and have some insulating 
value. Either can be used in in- 
terior partitions to bring light 
from one room into another that 


happens to be windowless. 
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
